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Development and Physi ‘al Edueation 
By Mr. R. E, Presswoon, B.Sc., M.Ep., Director of Education, Cardiff

Organizers and Lecturers in Physical Education 
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replace or recondition old schools as soon as possible. It 
will only be by measures of this kind that an equal oppor 
tunity can be provided for all children. In present and in 
future development, organizers and lecturers in physical 
education have an important part to play in the training 
of teachers and in the guidance of practising teachers 

Our de activities far have been mainly 
directed towards providing primary school accommodation 
New however, been provided in 
this and many other parts of the country, and the next 
phase of development will bring many more such schools 
into commission Whatever the type of secondary school 
modern, grammar, technical or comprehensive, the regula 
tions provide for full scale facilities for physical education 
Thus we shall see an unprecedented increase in gymnasia 
and playing fields, and all the other facilities for physical 
education, In the sphere of secondary education, it is 
reassuringly evident that methods of teaching and the 
general approach to physical education are such that full 
use will be made of the facilities provided. Even so, 
developments are not problems and difficulties 
So far as physical education is concerned 
be in connection with the recruitment of sufficient numbers 
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of qualified teachers 
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full advantage. It is perhaps fortunate that the need for 
specialized training has long been recognized in physical 
education. Thus, though the approach to training has so 
far different for men and women, there are well 
trained teachers already in service Development during 
the next few years will require many more such teachers 
and it has become an urgent need that grant conditions 
particularly for teachers whose enthusiasm leads them to 
make a break in their teaching service in order to receive 
more training, be made much more 
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generous. It will only be by such a measure that the country 
will be assured of the services of well-trained men and 
women in physical education. It would indeed be a sad 
reflection on the country if the excellent facilities of the new 
secondary schools were not able to be used to best advantage 
because suitably trained teachers were not available 

We may then look forward to the future with satisfaction, 
in that it is evident that facilities for physical education in 
secondary schools will progressively improve. There will, 
however, remain many places where an attempt at secondary 
education is being made in old and obsolete school buildings, 
and, as in the primary schools, it will, in the next few years, 
become an urgent matter for Such schools to be brought 
up to date and given equal facilities with those which have 
been more recently provided 

Since we have seen, during recent years, so manifest 
improvements in educational facilities, it is natural that 
educationists and the general public alike should ask what 
difference improved facilities will make to the quality of 
education So far as physical education is concerned, 
there are three points which, in my view, should be em 
phasized. The first is that improved facilities should result in 
improved standards of performance. Good facilities 
provided for secondary schools, together with expert and 
enthusiastic teaching will provide the means of improving 
standards of performance in our national games and 
athletics. The improvement in standards of performance will 
be through the medium of expert, efficient and enthusiastic 
teaching—the three ‘ E’s”’ of physical education. There 
should be no place in these days for the reluctant and 
uninterested teacher of physical education 

Important, however, as standards of performance in every 
aspect of physical education may be, it is equally important 
that physical education should be conducted in the right 
atmosphere. We should at times remind ourselves of the 
sportsman-like tradition which exists in this country, and 
the important connection it has with what we sometimes 
call the “ British Way of Life.” Whilst, therefore, I have 
emphasized standards of performance, I must also emphasize 
my belief that physical education in this country will not 
prosper unless conducted in the traditional atmosphere of 
freedom and voluntary interest. It would be interesting in 
this connection to have a statistical statement attempting 
to indicate the service of teachers who voluntarily encourage 
young people in physical activities. Such a statement would 
rightly bring very great credit to the teaching profession 
and particularly to those interested in all kinds of games 

Che third principle which I would emphasize is that with 
improved facilities in premises and equipment, physical 
education should receive a wider interpretation than it has 
done so far. It is not to be expected that all young people 
will be interested or have a natural aptitude to take a 
personal and active part in games or in athletics or gym 
nastics. It is to be expected that they shouid grow up to 
have a true appreciation of healthy living. A wider sphere 
of interest should also seek to make young people appreciate 
all the benefits of outdoor activities 

4 short time ago, my Authority, with the help of many 
voluntary organizations, conducted an experiment to 
introduce young people to out-door ictivities such as 
camping, youth hostelling, rambling, etc. It became clear 
in this experiment that young people are very ready to 
take an interest in the countryside, which, fortunately, is 
available to most of our large cities. At the same time, it 
was equally clear that an interest in out-door activities 
needs to be based on expert and careful instruction and 
training. Without this, visits to the countryside become 
indiscriminate and careless and result in the vandalism and 
despoilation of the countryside of which we see so much in 
so many places. It should be possible to discover some 
appropriate aspect of physical activity for every boy and 
girl leaving our secondary schools. Improved facilities will 
help to achieve this aim
